Keep the Hummer dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

Use and store the Hummer only in room temperature 
environments. Handle the Hummer carefully; do not drop it. 
Keep the Hummer away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. ; 



Push left to steer left. 
Push right to steer right. 
Release to go straight.

hints 




• Driving your Hunnnner for long periods of tinne can generate 
high heat levels and cause wear and tear on the nnotor. To 
help keep heat levels down, when battery power dies, let 
the Hunnnner cool for 10 nninutes before installing batteries. 

• Do not touch the nnotor imnnediately after using the 
Hunnnner, as it nnay beconne hot during use. 

• If the nnotor runs, but does not respond to the transnnitter, 
nnove closer and try again. 

• If sonneone uses a CB nearby, it nnight interfere with the 
control of your Hunnnner. If this happens, nnove away fronn 
the CB. 


• You cannot operate your Hunnnner near devices with 
transnnitters that use the sanne frequency (27 MHz or 49 
MHz). Check the box to see which frequency you have. 


The Hunnnner nnight make a popping or grinding noise when 
you change gears. This is normal.
